Our favourite comedian, and Camberwell resident, ponders our love of 
homemade bread and reckons Cath Kidston has something to do with it 


My month... 

* I finished reading Kate 
Atkinson's Life After Life 
which is nominated for 
the Women's Fiction prize 
- and my tip to win. This 
is a delicious book and 
almost as big as an artisan 
loaf, so just make sure you 
don't drop it on your foot. 

* A producer friend 
invited me to see Passion 
Play at the Duke of York's 
Theatre. Although a 
flawlessly acted, very 
classy production, a nasty 
female moral void at the 
centre of the piece dates 
the play far more than any 
references to phone boxes. 

* I've been stung by a 
wasp. It was on one of 
those rare sunny days that 
it was hot enough to wear 
a frock. I have to say, 

the resulting swellings 
were dramatic and most 
unsightly. The last time 
this happened was at 
my deaf grandmother's 
house. 'I've been stung,' 

I yelled. 'Bit your tongue?', 
she replied. 'You want 
to be more careful.' 



H ave you noticed how people have 
gone mad for bread? And that the 
posher you are, the more 'artisan' 
you want your bread? Class isn't 
just about schools and cars, it's 
about white sliced versus great big knobbled slabs 
of sourdough heavy enough to break your foot 
if you drop it. 

Bread-related injuries are apparently all the 
rage down at Kings College and I'm sure there 
are school mums grilling their children about 
the quality of tea-time sandwiches at their mates' 
houses ('What do you mean just normal bread?'). 
The less 'factory' your focaccia looks, and the 
more obviously mauled by a baker's bare hands, 
the more we're inclined to pay. 

It's odd that in a recession, bread should 
become the thing we don't mind spending more 
money on. It's not as if it makes any real economic 
sense because, let's face it, the pricier the bread, 
the quicker it goes off. 

Own-brand preservative-pumped jobbies will 
last almost a week, but your hand-crafted virgin 
yeast (I made 'virgin yeast' up) numbers have the 
same life cycle as a gadfly; you have 24 hours to 
use up your loaf. No wonder birds are struggling 
to fly if they're weighed down by tons of stale rye 
and rosemary. Not to mention the granary olive 
and walnut. 

So are we suckers, queuing up to pay luxury 
prices for a bog-standard basic? Or have we just

had it with the corporate and mass-produced? 
Personally, the big chains are leaving me cold. 
Ever since the hoo-ha about Starbucks' tax 
dodging. I've not stepped inside a single branch. 
(OK, I lie, I needed the loo in town the other week 
and used the facilities in a nearby Starbucks 
without purchasing a drink. 'Ha, stick that to the 
man,' I smirked, and used more lavatory roll than 
necessary.) 

I also think we're slightly depressed, and the 
sight of a rustic, hand-crafted loaf reminds us of 
kinder times. I blame Cath Kidston. We want to 
live in a romantic version of our grandmother's 



kitchen. We want hand crafted with love. A lumpy 
loaf takes us back to a time when we trusted what 
was in our food chain. We want honesty and 
goodness, not lies and bits of horse. 

Of course, there's a weird economic knock-on 
effect too. A friend of mine is helping her daughter 
look for a flat in south London. Coming from 
Northumberland, she's shocked by southern house 
prices, and after a snoop around Peckham and 
Brixton, summed it up thus: 'Basically, if you've 
got a fancy bakery, a vintage clothes shop and an 
organic butchers, you've got a village. And even 
though you're in London, people pay more to live 
in a village.' I think she's right - all we need now 
on Camberwell Green is a duck pond, and while 
we're at it, let's thatch a few bus stops!

satire Twenty Twelve , and best 
supporting actress in Accused for her 
role as the mother of a murdered son. 
During her acceptance speech for Twenty 


Twelve , Olivia joked that she wasn't 
even the funniest woman in her own 
programme, let alone the funniest woman 
in comedy. 

Before the BAFTAs, Olivia admitted 
she wasn't feeling wholly relaxed about 
the awards night. 'It's quite scary. 

I'm very good at staying home and I get 
quite nervous going out. My husband 
is coming with me so I'll have a chum.' 

Home, for the actress, is Peckham, 
where she lives with her writer 
husband Ed Sinclair, and two young 
sons, Finn and Hal. She recently 
described the increasingly well-connected 
area as the friendliest neighbourhood 
she's ever lived in ('It feels like a village 
community'). 

Keen to support this community, 

Olivia volunteered her services for a Q&A 
session after PeckhamPlex's 2012 charity 
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Jason Alden / Rex Features; Stephen Butler / BAFTA / Rex Features

screening of the film Tyrannosaur, 
the directorial debut of actor-turned 
filmmaker Paddy Considine. It's one 
of her darker, more serious roles, where 
she plays a charity shop worker suffering 
domestic abuse. 

When a member of the audience asked 
about Peckham's less-than sparkling 
reputation, she immediately lept to its 
defence: There are bad areas in all 
places. No matter what's happening 
in Peckham, there's still extraordinary 
kindness. The art school also makes a 
difference - there's a gentleness about it.' 

Another reason she has such 
affection for south east London is that 
she doesn't get hassled. She knows 
her neighbours and the local shop 
owners and describes herself as 
'basically a slipper-wearing, parka- 
wearing, slightly spotty lady, who 


likes to wander around Peckham 
with her pushchair.' 

This down-to-earth attitude is partly 
what makes her so popular with co-stars, 
viewers and critics alike. Those who 
have worked with her, including David 
Tennant, John Simm and Jessica Hynes, 
have all referred to how likeable she is, in 
addition to her astonishing acting ability. 

'I'm safe,' Olivia says, when asked 
why she's so popular with men and 
women. 'I'm not going to take anyone's 
husband. I've got a lot of male and female 
friends. I like both.' 

Of all her work, Olivia speaks most 
passionately about Tyrannosaur. Although 
she'd become a familiar face in Peep Show 
with David Mitchell and Robert Webb, 
it was this harrowing performance that 
really got critics talking. 

'If nobody had ever seen Tyrannosaur , 
she says, 'it would still remain the thing 
I'm most proud of until I die.' 

Fortunately a lot of people did see it, 
but not as many as the 10 million viewers 
who tuned in each week to watch ITV's 
murder mystery Broadchurch. 

'It's amazing. I've never been in 
something so popular before - well, that 
sounds awful! But normally I've done sort 
of cultish, under-the-radar stuff. So this 
is an extraordinary thing. 

'It's nice to know that we have an 
intelligent viewing public, and we can 
give them what they want. It's fun to 


have a little bit of titillation but it's great 
to have a proper, gripping drama 
because people love to talk about it.' 

The actress is pleased that so few 
people knew the surprise outcome of 
the first series. Above all, she's relieved 
she didn't ruin the surprise herself. 

'We signed so many secret legal 
documents, I think we were all terrified. 

I made a point of staying in so I couldn't 
tell everybody.' 

Even more surprising to Olivia than 
the triumph of Broadchurch is that she's 
become something of a style icon after 
her Broadchurch character sported an 
orange rubber mac. 

'Really? People like it? Oh, Ray who 
did the wardrobe will be thrilled. I think 
that's a bit weird, but...' 

With so much success in Britain, will 
she be swanning off to Hollywood soon? 
'No one from Hollywood has called, 
unless they've got a digit wrong,' she 
laughs. 'All my family and friends are 
here, but who wouldn't go if you've got a 
couple of years there? It would be lovely.' 

It looks like Britain's favourite actress 
will be sticking around Peckham for a 
while yet. Presumably she'll be at home in 
her slippers, trying not to give away the 
ending of the much-anticipated second 
series of Broadchurch. But you won't have 
to wait that long to see Olivia in action 
again - she's also starring in Channel 4's 
new drama Run, set to air in July.

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A very public house 

The Ivy House pub in Nunhead, which has seen legends like Joe Strummer grace 
its stage, has been saved from developers by the community, finds Sally Coffey

L ondon's first cooperative pub is on 
the verge of opening, thanks to a 
grassroots campaign that saved the 
1930s tavern, an important south London 
outpost of the pub rock scene, from the 
clutches of developers. 

Located down a side street in a 
residential part of Nunhead, the Ivy House 
pub, which for many years was known 
as The Newlands Tavern, has seen many 
musical legends grace its curtained stage, 
from Dr Feelgood to Joe Strummer, 

Elvis Costello, Ian Dury and Jeff Beck. 

A pub has stood on the site since the 
1870s, but it was its impeccable 1930s 
interior, complete with back ballroom, 
that enabled local residents to get it 
Grade II listed by English Heritage as an 
'asset of community value', under a rarely 
used piece of legislation. 

Historically the pub was the hub of 
the community, even housing displaced 
residents when a German bomb 
destroyed its adjoining shops in 1944, 
killing 17 people. It was music that 
cemented it in the hearts of locals, 
though, with some of the rising stars of 
the pub-rock scene on its bill in the 70s. 

In recent years it hosted a more 
eclectic line-up, including comedy nights, 
and performances from the likes of the 
Dulwich Ukelele Club. But then disaster 
struck: in 2012 the then landlord was 
given a five-day eviction notice and it 
looked like developers would take over. 

Horrified at the prospect of losing 
their drinking den, a group of savvy 
locals mobilised themselves and got 
the pub listed under the Localism Act, 
winning the right to buy the freehold 
of the building. 

In March they secured funding for 
the freehold and at the time of writing 
they were hoping to raise £100,000 in 
shares to help renovate it and pay for 
staff. But regardless of whether this 
target is reached, the pub will open later 
this summer as a cooperative. 

'One way or another we have to get 
it open,' says Tessa Blunden, one of the 
instigators of the campaign. 'It just 
depends on how much money we raise 
as to how good a pub we can give the 
community.'

NEW HOME 


Poppy Mews in East Dulwich is a rare new build in an area bursting at the seams 
with period houses. So what makes these shiny new townhouses so popular? 


W e're so spoilt for 

gorgeous Victorian 
and Georgian 
housing stock, that 
'new build homes' 
is an almost absent phrase in our neck 
of the woods. So when Sydenham-based 
building contractors Dickens heard of 
a plot ripe for development on Barry 
Road in East Dulwich, they leapt at the 
opportunity to create something special.

Maximum impact 

Matthew Wilson, principal garden designer for Clifton 
Nurseries, on the fine art of ‘container gardening’ 



M ost of us have the odd plant 
container loitering in a dark 
corner of the garden. Unloved 
and half-filled with dusty compost or 
a desiccated plant. But it doesn't have 
to be this way. 

Containers, window boxes and 
hanging baskets are a great way to 
add colour to the urban garden, and 
can be even better if you follow a few 
simple 'rules'. 

Firstly, less is definitely more with 
container gardening. A big, bountiful 
pot of Pelargonium - or bedding 
geranium - can be a highlight of the 
mid to late-summer garden. Group 
three or four pots together, planted 
with the same Pelargonium - or 
Osteospermum, Gazania or Felicia 
- for maximum impact. 

Over the years we accumulate pots 
in a variety of shapes, sizes and 
materials; terracotta, plastic, metal, 
fibreglass. It can all get a bit chaotic. 

I now limit myself to just two types 
of container material and find it helps 
to stop my garden looking bitty. I also 
try and go for the largest pot I can, 
partly for impact, but mainly for 
practical reasons; the compost in 
a large pot doesn't dry out nearly as 
quickly as the compost in a small pot. 

Container gardening is also a great 
way to try plants that might not 
normally be grown as 'ornamentals'. 

I love to use chilli peppers and sweet

peppers as an edible ornamental in 
containers, especially some of the new 
varieties that come in superb colours. 

It's also worth using perennials and 
small shrubs in pots, in particular 
drought-tolerant ones. Lavender, 
rosemary and sage are great container 


plants as they can cope with a bit 
of neglect (provided you can give them 
full sun). 

Hanging baskets might seem a bit 
old fashioned, but done well, they look 
amazing. Vivid red trailing Pelargonium 
and silver leaved Helichrysum make 
a great combination. 

If you want to grow something 
a little different, how about tumbling 
tomatoes or alpine strawberries? 
There's something very satisfying 
about harvesting food from a hanging 
basket- and it's much harder for the 
slugs to get to your crops when they're 
hanging in the air!

Can London really ever match the Italian masters? Well, the 
capital offers up plenty of contenders offering la dolce vita 


L ondon is a city in thrall to 

Italian food. You can't escape 
the stuff, assailed at every 
turn by endless battalions of 
pizza and pasta. And we're as 
familiar with lasagne and penne 
arrabiata as we are with roast beef and 
cheap white bread. But the vast majority 
are about as Italian as a chocolate 
Cornetto. They serve up woeful, ersatz 
and over-processed slop, miles removed 
from the real thing. Even those 
trattorias, with their wistful drawings of 
Vesuvius, over-sized pepper grinders 
and winking waiters, are more 'dodgy 
eater' than Dolce Vita. 

Take spaghetti Bolognese. The real, 
slow cooked ragus of Bologna would 
never be seen draped across spaghetti. 
Tagliatelle is their natural base. And 
Roman Carbonara sauce would run a 
mile from any mention of cream - eggs, 
Pecorino, pepper and guanciale are all 
that's needed. As for any pasta sauce 
involving smoked salmon... the less said 
about this monstrosity, the better. 

Real Italian food is intensely and 
passionately regional. You'll never find a 
Neapolitan with a good word to mutter 
about the food of Rome, a few hours to 
the north. And your average Milanese 
would glare down his nose, with barely 
concealed disgust, at 'rough' Calabrian 
classics. As for the divide between North 
and South... it's more open culinary 
warfare than appreciation of their fellow 
countryman's food. Hell, culinary 
competition is quite fierce enough 
between neighbouring villages, let alone 
neighbouring regions. 

Still, London is blessed with a handful 
of exceptional Italian restaurants, places 
where ingredients are sourced with near 
fanatical obsession and are allowed to 
sing forth, and loudly, of their innate 
beauty. Take the very best ingredients 
and do as little as possible to them. 

That's the Italian way. 

Just like in the peerless River Cafe, 
Ruth Roger's famed temple to Italian 
pleasure, where you'll find the freshest 
broad beans in spring, served with 
creamy ricotta. Or wonderful hunks of 
pork, cooked in their wood fire oven.

For the real Italian 
experience, you'd struggle 
to beat River Cafe 


Sure, it's not cheap, but as a treat there's 
nowhere I'd rather eat. 

Actually, there is. Locanda Locatelli. 
Giorgio Locatelli is a master, and 
although he picks dishes from all over 
the country, his palate is every bit as 
brilliant as his technique. You can't miss 
the tortellini con brodo. And in truffle 
season, his white truffle risotto is so 
damned fine that mere superlatives do it 
precious little justice. 

Then there's Jacob Kennedy's brilliant 
Boco di Lupo in Soho. Dishes are made 
for sharing, but dishes such as cuttlefish 
with peas (from the Veneto), orecchiette 
with 'nduja (a Calabrian classic), and 
clams and beans (from Campania) are 
flawless. A hugely talented cook and an 
instant Soho classic. 

Just like Polpo, the first offering from 
Russell Norman. It specialises in 
Venetian cicheti, small plates of rather 
good titbits. They do an excellent 
baccala mantecato - although Florence 
Knight's version, in Polpetto, another 
Norman gaff and soon to reopen, is the 
best I've ever tasted. 

Assagi, in Notting Hill, is ever 
reliable, offering Sardinian classics 
along with oozing burrata and the best 
veal chop in town. On the other side of 
the city, Francesco Mazzei cooks 
exquisite Calabrian influenced food at 
L'Anima. The man is another Italian 
master. Just like Theo Randall, ex head 
chef at River Cafe, who has an 
eponymous place at the Intercontinental 
on Park Lane. The room is a little cold, 
but his cooking is anything but. 

Zucca near London Bridge might be a 
relative newcomer to the scene but 
never disappoints. Unpretentious but 
always delectable. While Franco Manca 
in Brixton makes the nearest thing you'll 
ever come to real Neapolitan pizza. So 
despite the plague of fifth rate chains, 
London is blessed with some truly 
magnificent Italians if you look beyond 
the grease sodden pizzas.

Babur 

Cocktails and Indian cuisine may not 
be the most natural pairing, but then 
Babur always stands out from the crowd. 
The Zagat favourite ('worth the journey 
from anywhere') has been producing 
outstanding Indian food for some 27 
years. The launch of their new Summer 
Quenchers cocktails was just an excuse 
to sample the tasting menus, really. 

A friend and I tried the Post-Colonial 
Cooler (Brazilian Sagatiba Cachaga, 
Spanish Liquor 43, curry leaf, ginger and 
lime cordial, £7.75) and a Gingerisco 
(ginger compote, lime, ginger syrup and 
Chilean Pisco ABA, £7.50) - both zippy 
and refreshing for a warm summer's eve. 
We also grazed our way through the 
veggie and carnivorous tasting menus, 
sharing pan-seared spiced mackerel with 
apple salsa, venison tenderised with 
beetroot and baby aubergines with 
peanut sauce and cous-cous cake. Round 
off with a couple of dessert cocktails, like 
the Gingerbread Cat (bourbon with 
gingerbread syrup and cinnamon) and a 
mocha martini. As ever, an absolute treat.

Boqueria Tapas 


E verybody's happy when you go 

for tapas ('You choose three dishes. 
I'll choose three dishes and we'll 
throw in a couple extra for luck'), even the 
fussy eaters ('patatas bravas?'), but there 
could be no two happier people than my 
friend and I arriving at Boqueria Tapas 
one evening of late. 

I live practically around the corner, 
but despite cooing over it every time 
I passed. I'd never made it through 
the door. Hearing that the restaurant 
recently won The Good Food Guide's 
Readers' Restaurant of the Year 2014 
award for London finally propelled me 
through the door, practically chanting 
'pulpo, pulpo, pulpo'. 

Settling on a few must-haves (a bottle of 
the house cava being one), we enlisted the 
advice of the waiter to ensure we weren't 
missing out on anything. Seems we were - 
the aubergine cannelloni with goats' 
cheese and mushrooms. We'd both 
skipped over that one, thinking cannelloni 
too heavy, but it turned out to be our top- 
rated dish. Utterly fabulous. There's no 
pasta, you see (silly us) - instead wafer thin 
strips of aubergine are wrapped around 
the goats' cheese and mushroom combo. 

We also grazed our way through the 
cured ham selection (Iberico, Serrano, 
chorizo et al), manchego cheese with 
sultanas and nuts, octopus with paprika 


on a bed of potatoes (I'd have been happier 
sans potatoes, mind), monkfish 'Catalana' 
with prawns, suckling pig with parsnip, 
sweet potato crisps, apple sauce and lemon 
sorbet (another standout dish - the sorbet 
really lifts the rich pork) and one of the 
daily specials - pulled pork croquette, 
which sent my friend into meltdown. 

For dessert, a moorish creme catalane 
for me and a leche frita (cubes of fried 
milk dusted with cinnamon - the perfect 
not-too-sweet, not-too-heavy dessert after 
so much deliciousness). After such a 
fantastic meal, it's now crystal clear why 
everybody raves about Boqueria Tapas.

owners are reluctant to put their property 
on the market until they see sight of 
their onward purchase. But the chances 
of securing a property are negligible 
without yours being on the market, 
and you will end up buying and selling 
from a weakened position. 

What are your predictions for 
the local property market? 

I predict the local property market will 
remain strong in the short to medium 
term with demand continuing to outstrip 
supply, driving prices up. I anticipate 
a further injection of growth in demand 
in Q1 of 2014 with the introduction 
of the government-assisted purchase 
scheme, whereby purchasers may have 
up to 20% of their loan guaranteed by 
the government, so buyers with only 5% 
deposit can get a mortgage at competitive 
rates. The improvement of supply is 
unlikely to change in the short term 
with land development opportunities 
becoming scarcer for new homes. 

The rental market will remain 
buoyant, however demand may be 
affected with many tenants capitalising 
on new mortgage scheme opportunities, 
opting to buy instead. It is possible 
that some premium rents will become 
harder to sustain.

What would change 
the London property 
market for the better?
